cluding those of non- Aryan origin. Not nan t say that 
then subject is- the hiettwy trf “ i lido- Ary an Literature 
for then 1 should have to discuss the modern languages of 
J imu l also, which [turn a third p«ri-;>d in the development 
of t ndo Ary an speech. Nor, lastly. -can l gay that they 
an fih pngsent a bint-toy of 1:1 Sanskrit LLturnluro ” for the 
Iiulti-Ajyan linage is not in its first period " SrujEkrit," 
the language of the educated, lint is still u popular 
dialect j wliilo in its aeeoud period the people spoke cot 
Sanskrit, but Puikritic dud-sets. which artisa s i m ultaneo u a ly 
with Sanskrit one of the ancient Indo- Aryan vernacular, 
In OLder, however, to relievo you from iuiy doubt as to 
what you Lava to expect froiu me here, I may at once 
remark that it is only the literature of the first and second 
periods of the Irido-Ary&n kugusgu with which we have 
to do. Far the sake of brevity J retain the name “ Indian 
literature,' 1 

1 shall frequently in the course of these lectures ha 
foiled to dia^ 1 upon your forbearance. Thfe J eubjeCt they 
difleu-ss may be corupjj?cd to a yet uncultivated tract of 
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country, of which only 4 few spots have here and there 
Ustfu doarwl, while the greater part of it remains covered 
with d erao forest, impenetrable to the aye, aod obstructing 
tha proapeat, A clearance ia indeed now by dognjea being 
marie, hut atowiy, more especially bwauee in addition, to 
the natural obstacles which impede investigation, there a till 
prevails a deoae mist of prejudice aod praGtincaivad opinions 
hovering over the laud, and enfolding it as with a veil. 

The literature of India paeses generally for the most 
ancient literature of which te possess written records, HLTjd 
justly bo. 1 lint the reasons which have hitherto been 
thought sufficient to establish thift fact are nob the correct 
ones; And it ia indeed, a matter for wonder that people 
should hate been so long contented with them. In the first 
.place, Indian crodition itself has been adduced in support of 
lids fact, and. fur a very long time this was considered suffi- 
cient, it is, 1 think, needless for me to waste words upon 
the futile nature of such evidence, In the next place, as- 
tronomical data have been appealed to, according "to which 
the Yadftft would data from about (400 &,& But thus* 
data ara given in writings, which are evidently of very 
modern origin, And they night consequently be the result 
of calculations a tnutitafed for the eiprOia purpose. Fur-

As a matter of fact this la true ; but we should not 
bo justified m drawing from this any conclusion whatever 
with regard to India itsoU. for these peoples of the Pan- 
jab never lubmiUed to the Brahmanidnl order of tiling 
but always retained their ancient YedlC standpoint, free 
and independent with nut either priestly domination or 
flystem of caste. For ibis reason, too, they were the oh- 
jeerts of a cordial hatred on the part of their kinsmen, who 
ii;i<] wondered farther cm, and on this ftCMUtnt id&? Buddh- 
ism gained an I'asy chtruhtc among them.

In the Bongs of the Hit, the robust spirit ot tlie people 
Sum expression to Lhc feeling of it 3 relation to nature, 
with ji spontaneous freshness aotl simplicity; the powert 
of nature ure worshipped an superior bcinga, and tlietr 
kindly ant brought within their several spheres. Ucgim 
nirig hii L bi this hafcUre-wuanhip, which evi tv where lyiiiog- 
uistta only the individual phenomena of nature, and LTh^o 
iti the b r-t instance as Buperiuimun-, we (race in Indian 
literature the progress oi tlielTinilii people throng]) Eduiusi 
ell the phases of religious development through which the 
human mind generally has paa Led. Thu individual pheno- 
mena of nature, which at first impress the imagination as 
hcinj: sfi]ierliumftTi h nr-' gradually eljiFFifiprl within tli-eir 
differtmt spheres; and a certain unity 19 discovered among 
them. Thus we arrive at a number of divino lutings, each 
atferoising supreme euroy within IIS particular jiroviiusCj 
whose- inllucuoe is in connse of timo farther osteiwltiil to 
the corresponding events of human life, while at the one 
time tlicy are endowed wjih human attributes and m^ans. 
The nUiulnur — alnauly lO£ls i de rat c3 « — of these natural 
daises, these regenta- of the pouvra of nature, is further 
icieieased. by tho addition of abstractions, taken from ethi- 
cal relations j, and to these as to the other deities divine 
powers, personal esistsMC , and activity are escribed. Into 
this multitude of divine figures, (ha spirit of inquiry SOeka 
at a later ata^u to introduce order, by classifying and 
CO-Ordinating them according to their principal bun l ings. 
The principle followed in this distribution is, like rhe con 
BCp(ion of the deities themselves, entirely harrowed fruni 
the centemphitiori of nature. Wo have the pfinl* who act 
in (he hoavens, in the air, upm the earth ; and of iheaw 
tho sjuti , t-ho wind, and die ate recognised aa Lho main l^ue- 
aenitaliiviia anil rulers respectively. These three yradunlly
